Figures cited by foreign 
experts, indicate, however, that 
only 25 to 30 per cent of Chi- 
nese commitments ere completed 
on schedule. Of 380 projects 
promised only 90 were built and 
ttiese were mostly small-scale 
ventures to maintain China's 
prestige. There are estimates In- 
dicating that the volume of Chi- 
nese "aid" Is several times 
smaller then the money China 
Is pumping out of the recipient 
countries through unequal trade. 

Recently China's economic co- 
operation with African countries 
lost much ol Its momentum.

A layman will be surprised lo learn how many 
uses crysluls can now bo put to. Sure they are 
utilized In physics, chemistry, metallurgy, mole- 
cular biology, biophysics, mathematics... A 
specialist, however, will smile at bearing this 
enumeration — because the range of their use Is 
much wider than this. A crystal lies at the heart 
of a laser as 11 lies at the heart of electronic 
and computer technology. It la crystals that make 
watches work. Crystals have peeped Into outer 
space and have seen a lot. Laser beams have 
helped tlelermlue the distance helween the 
Earth and Its natural satellite up (o several cen- 
timetres, liquid crystals facilitate the early 
dlaguostlcs of certain diseases. 

Scientists at the Institute grow crystals In 
special Inslallallons. Each time they lenrn more 
about how to make Ihem with pre-set properties 
and bow to control their gruwlli. Tho bigger the 
crystal, (he greater Ihe amount ol parla that rau 
be made from them. Giant crystals can be nvor 
20 cm long. Crystals grown lu water solu- 
tions are kept In tbelr “plantations" for about 
six months, growing by up to 0.1 cubic mm every 
day. Rubles grow faster— they ‘'mature" hi about 
two to three days. Sapphires which, thanks to 
their refractory qualities, cau be used In large- 
scale Integrated circuits, take about the same 
length of Ume. 

The Institute Is now working on the introduc- 
tion of electronics Into crystal growing.

HEART SURGERY MAKES headway 

At a recent all-Unlon conference on cardiovascular 
disease It was noted that aurgeona In this country per- 
form highly complicated operations on Ihe heart and 
Its vessels, and that they have Introduced many new 
and original methods ol cardiovascular surgery, writes 
Academician Vladlmh Burakov, In PRAVDA, who is 
hlmscll a prominent surgeon. 

The present level ol cardiac surgery enables patients, 
who until recently were hopeless cases, lo bo cured. 

Academician Burakov recounts how Soviet surgeons 
have found ways of saving patients prone to heart at- 
tacks, and these suffering from stenocardia, and Is- 
chemic disease. 

Inborn heart disease Is one ol Ihe main causos ol 
tnlanl mortality in babies In Iho tlrst year ol Ihetr 
lives. Statistics shows that every year, more /ftan 30 
thousand babies in ibis country are born with this 
ailment. More than half ot these babies can be saved 
by modern cardiac surgery by means of emergency 
operations whan they are between three to six months 
old. 

Cardiologists have made considerable progress In tho 
treatment of all forms ol Irregular heartbeat. To dale 
500 such operations have been performed throughout 
the world. 

The author points out that most 'discoveries in 
medical science have been made in centres specialising 
In surgical treatment. He argues the case tor such 
centres lo be set up, concentrating special Isis In the 
same Held and sophisticated modern instruments the 
etteettvo use ol which greatly expand medical pos- 
stblllites.

PURE AIR IN THE 
CITIES 

Despite the growth of Industri- 
al output and tho motor pool of 
tho Byelorussian capital, the 
level of air pollution In this re- 
gion is not Increasing. According 
to the experts In the future the 
amount of pollution around 
Minsk will In fact be reduced. 
This tendency will he the result 
of a calculated plan aiming to 
conrol exhaust smoke emitted 
from Industries. 

Cooperation between the sci- 
entists and production workers 
of Minsk, concerning this Issue, 
aroused the Interest of those 
taking part In Ihe nll-Unlon se- 
minar of hydrometeorologlslB and 
eculofibts, which dosed In 
Minsk. Special bis from 6ft So- 
viet cities blurred their experi- 
ences ol working out scientific- 
ally standards [or measuring nlr 
pollution, caused by exhaust 
fumes. They aimed to develop 
improved devices such as gas 
analyzers. This will bo the Initial 
Impetus needed for the future

This Is the result of the 
realization of a programme 
worked out by the city Soviet to 
improve Ihe environment. A sys- 
tem lo utilize production gas 
wastes has been brought Into 
operation al the coke plant. 

Donotsk dendrologists have 
been the first lo the world to 
introduce Into practice the 
planting trees and sbnibs on 
mines' waste piles. Already lens 
of former waste piles have been 


turned into picturesque lulls 
which have given an original 
Inimitable aspect to the land- 
scape of the industrial centre. 
Having alotted a half of Its ter- 
ritory to plants, the miners' city- 
orchard accounts for two or 
throe l trues as much ozone pej 
capita as London, Paris or New 
York.

The world Is beautiful, mch Is the artistic 
philosophy of art lit Nina Lordklponldze, con- 
ILrraed In her paintings exhibited at the Moscow 
Sctenlbts Club al IB Kropotkinskaya Street. 
Mina Is a ora duals of the architectural depart- 


ment at the Tbilisi Academy of Arts. She en- 
tered painting late In the 70s while she worked 
al the House of Soviet Culture and Science In 
Helsinki. She studied pulutlng from Hie promi- 
nent Finnish arllsl Jufianl Llnnovnar. 

The subjects chosen hy the arllsl are deep 
and meaningful, as she explores the space on 
her canvas, developing tlio possibilities of form 
and colour; adding shape and substance lo her 
works. These works display n sense of limeloss- 
neit, as transparent architectural forms melt 
Into new, sometimes unexpected sccnns. One 
such work the Artist titles ‘'Eternity", roust met- 
ing It as a row of repeating motifs.
